The anticipated compromise be- 
tween the city and the East Tennes- 
see Telephone company did not ma- 
terialize this morning at a meeting of 
the general council and City Solicitor 
Campbell, and General Counsel W. 
U Granberry, of Nashville, for the 
Cumberland Telephone company, 
which operate* the Ea»t Tennessee 
under lease, and the company's local 
attorneys, Wheeler, Hughes and 
Berry. 

The cfty offered to put up for sale 
a compromise franchise, to embody 
these rates: 

Huslness telephones. . .$4 00 a year 
Residence telephones. . $2.00 a year 

The-e rule, were for I. • tela, 

phones, the company to have the 
privilege of Increasing rates 50 cents 
a month on business telephones and 
3ft cents on residence telephones, for 
each additional thousand, up to $fi 
on business telephones and $3 on 
residence telephones, which was to 
be the maximum rate that could be 
charged for 20 years, the life of 
the franchise. 

The telephone company rejected 
the proposition. It wanted the 
rales cited above for 3.000 tele- 
phone*, the 5o cent and 25 cent in- 
crease to go on for any part of an ad- 
ditional thousand. 

The effort to compromise today 
wa* the result of long-drawn out liti- 
gation between the city and the tele- 
phone company, which recently came 
to a head in the >hape of an injunc- 
tion taken out In federal court re- 
straining the city from Interfering In 
any way with the operation of the 
company'* line. 

When the case came up at Louis- 
ville before Judge Evans the city 
promised to not molest the <ompan> 
pending a compromise, and no in- 
junction was issued. The effort to 
compromise Is what came up today, 
and failed. 

It is supposed that the case will 
now go the rounds of the courts, the 
telephone company to renew its mo- 
tion for an Injunction. 

When the city's suit to onst the 
company came up In circuit court 
several weeks ago it was thrown out 
on a technicality, and the federal 
court Injunction asked by the com- 
pany was the next step. 

"I am sorry that we did not settle 
this matter today." said Mayor Yels- 
er. "I was in favor of a compromise 
and hoped for one. I suppose now 
the city will let the case be fought 
out In the courts." 

The mayor has always contended 
that the company has no right, tin- 
d«»r present circumstances, to do Mis 
Iness In the city, and wanted tc make 
It take a franchise. He recognised 
the fact that the city wa* under a 
moral obligation, probably, to accept 
the company's offer anal wanted to 
do so 

The attorneys for the company 
«ay they have made what M)0) 
thought was a very fair proposition, 
and have nothing further to offer, 
and will now k*t the federal court 
decide what rlrhta It haa In the city. 
They contend they have the whip 
hand In the matter, and will win in 
a test of the merits of the case. 

Judge .lames Campbell, in his re- 
marks to the eon tui I today said It 
waa au- unwise wove for the city 
that rW case got Into the federal 
courK conveying the impression that 
the city would have had a better 
case In the state courts.

That the Paducah public schools 
are Hearing a type of perfection 
cf|unlled by few public si-hool sys- 
tems Is evidenced in the fact thnt an 
Increase of 33 tier cent has been 
made In the number of tuition 
pupils this year over last year, and if 
the Increase continues, and the pro- 
posed improvements In the county 
schools are carried I a rough, within 
n few years the tuition pupils In the 
Paducah public schools will be suffi- 
cient to support the high school 
teaching force, or a large portion of 
It, at least. 

Il Is proposed that drawing and 
music with a better course of Eng- 
lish be Installed In the county 
schools. If this Is done the county 
pupils will be able to enter the high 
school after graduating from the 
county schools, without un examina- 
tion, and this will encourage more 
DM St? pupils to come to the city to 
finish their education. 

There are many county teachers 
who desire to come into the public 
schools as leathers, but few ever suc- 
ceed because of the fact that It re- 
qulri* harder and more thorough 
work to pass through the requtslU 
city examinations than county, and 
few county school graduates ever be- 
come city school teachers. 

To encourage the advancement of 
the city schools the officials have 
v \ 1 n Sup! I. ieb permission to make 
a specialty of soliciting tuition pupils 
but Utile of this class of work has 
been done on account of the small 
facilities at present. The teachers 
will work for more tuition pupils, 
however, that the Income be suffi- 
cient to support one or two addi- 
tional teachers In the high school de- 
partment. 

"In Maryvllle. Mo., my home." 
Supt. l.leb stated this morning, "the 
tuition pupils alone pay for more 
than half the teachers In the high 
m hools. and I find this in many other 
towns even a greut deal smaller than 
Pad in ah. and see no renson why the 
Paducah schools should not have 
more tuition pupils. The fact (hat 
private schools are fast disappearing 
in Paducah indicates the advance- 
ment of the public schools, and while 
It Is a long pull to this end. we In- 
lend to start a campaign and secure 
tuition pupils sufficient to cut some 
figure in the flnunclal end." 

On ac< mint of the present teaching 
facilities in the hign schools, admis- 
sion of tuition pupils Ik not encour- 
aged to a great eatent. The teach- 
ers have their hands full as It is with 
home pupils, but next year It Is ex- 
peiic.1 that one additional teacher 
will he added to this department and 
1 lie c.i ill pa :gn 1 an be started. 

Supt. l.leb has received permission 
from the majority of the board mem- 
bers to attend the annual meeting of 
tap superintcndi ills and college men 
of 1 lie National Kducal tonal Associa- 
tion nt LoulMillc on the 27th and 
2Nth of February and 1st of March. 
This will probably he the most Im- 
portant national educational meeting 
this year and Mr. l.leb is anxious to 
attend. ' 

There are three teachers out of 
school on uccounl of Illness, but their 
Illness is not serious. 

Miss Mary Owen Murray, of the 
departmental work, and Mrs. Kate 
Stuart, of the first grade Washington 
building.- and Miss Esther Bo>d, or 
(he Ixingfellow building, are 111.

Dayton. O., Feb. 13.— Paul Lau- 
rence Dunbar, the ramous negro 
poet. aDcr a hard-rought battle with 
death, extending over a series ori 
years, died or consumption at his 
home In this city. 

The deceased was born in this city 
June 27, 1872. His parents were ol 
pure Arrlcan bloood and occupied a 
lowly station. While yet a mere 
child the ruiure poet displayed prom- 
ise or remarkable genius, which was 
fully realised In later lire. He grad- 
uated Irom the high school In this 
city and arterward accepted such em- 
ployment as he could secure. It was 
during this period that he first came 
into notice as a poet. While yet an 
elevator boy In one or the down town 
business blocks he brought rorth his 
first volume, entitled "Oak and Ivy 
Poems," In 1893. Later he was em- 
ployed as page In the common pleas 
court. His volume, "Majors and 
Minors," was writen In 1895, while 
he was holding a position in the 
office of clerk of litigation In Chi- 
cago, loiter he accepted an invita- 
tion to lour Europe, where he de- 
lighted large audiences with his reci- 



tation of his own productions. Al- 
together he gave lo the world twen- 
ty-two volumes, of which two were 
novels and the others poems. He 
had been in railing health since 
r.iiil. The poet's last composition 
was "Howly, Honey. Howdy!" He 
was married In 1895 to Alice Ruth 
Moore, or New York, herself a bril- 
liant public reader and student. The 
wife and the iHiel's mother survive 
him. hi sides two hair broilu rs. who 
live In Chicago.

"One great difference is that our 
cars carry almost twice as many peo- 
ple as those of the Chicago system. 
Therefore we can give twice as many 
people seats. We have seats on top 
of all our cars, each car carrying 
twenty-four inside and thirty-six on 
top. We carry twice as many peo- 
ple per car mile as Chicago, and all 
our people get seating accommoda- 
tions. One-third of our population 
pays only a 1 cent fare, and our aver- 
age fare is considerably less than 2 
cents." 

In Gloasgow the system is for the 
benefit of the short haul, in America 
It Is for the heneflt of the long haul. 
Here we wish to reach Into the su- 
burbs, taklr.g the workingmen and 
all men away from their factories or 
offices. It does not seem clear that 
the Glasgow service would suit an 
American city, but it seems possible 
to Improve on the service In any 
American city.

»l*ASGOW AS AN OBJECT LESSON 
Immediately after his election 
Mayor Dunne, of Chicago, asked the 
city of Glasgow to send to Chicago 
one familiar with the operation of 
street railroads by the city, to report 
on the Chicago sitnatlon. Mr. Dal- 
rymple was sent, say* the Louisville 
Post. 

After a somewhat superficial in- 
vestigation Mr. Dalrymple returned 
to Scotland and made a report to the 
mayor of Chicago which has been 
suppressed. 

The Chicago Tribune has secured 
an Interview with Mr. Dalrymple, In 
which he repeats the substance of his 
report. 

Mr. Dalrymple says, first, the 
Chlrago system will have to be re 
constructed at a cost of 75 millions 
In addition to the purchase price; 

Second, the companies, uncertain 
of tenure, have neglected the prop- 
erty; 

Third, the companies' proposals to 
transfer to the city are fair and rea- 
sonable; 

Fourth, Glasgow does not operate 
street cars any cheaper per car mile 
than do the private companies of 
Chicago; 

Fifth, wages are lower In Glasgow, 
but hours are shorter; 

Sixth, Glasgow cars do not run as 
fast as those of Chicago. 

Concerning the Influence of poli- 
tics, Mr. Dalrymple says: 

"As to the question of municipali- 
zation I ran on l>' ■*>' th,t " 
works well here in Glasgow, but that 
is because we operate the lines Just 
the same as if we were a private 
company. We are not in the least 
influenced by questions of politics. 
Our main concern Is to run the lines 
and make them beneficial to our citi- 
zens and efficiently operated. Just the 
same as they would be by a well or- 
ganized private company, with all 
the advantages of private manage- 
ment. Irrespective of public control, 
political Influence or Jobbery." 

Yet even In Glasgow there Is com- 
plaint of extravagance and ineffi- 
ciency, and here in corporate man- 
agement extravagance and Ineffi- 
ciency are not unknown. Of the 
operations the Scotch expert says: 

"Our cost of operation is not any- 
cheaper per car mile than the cost In 
Chicago, for. though our wages are 
lower, our operatives do not work 
such long hours, and our cars are not 
run so fast as in Chicago. If you 
don't run your cara so fast you don't 
get as much done. Neither is our 
revenue per mile much different 
from the American tramway lines, 
but our fares to the man on the 
street are cheaper. We have a 1 
cent fare, and fares graded according 
to distance up to 10 centa. The 
revenue works out about the same as 
the American 5 cent fare with trans- 
fer", but we tbinK the 1 cfat fare. 



Very few papers In the state ap- 
prove of the ruinous legislation pro- 
posed In the general assembly. A 
great many of Kentucky's mainstays 
are threatened by a number of bills, 
and it is to be hoped that the legisla- 
ture will see clearly the danger to 
the state and people and defeat them. 
The Louisville Times says of the In- 
surance bill that It believes "that 
capital Invested in Kentucky should 
be encouraged, that outside capital 
should be invited, but that. In no in- 
ance. should the effort be made to 
coerce capital. The Insurance com- 
missioner should have the power to 
require all life Insurance companies 
doing business in the state to keep 
their hinds invested In safe securi- 
ties at as good a rate of Interest as 
they can get, but Hie Interest of the 
policyholders requires that the com- 
panies be free to seek the best mar- 
ket, no matter where It is. This 
privilege will be denied them if they 
are forced b> law to invest 80 per 
cent of the reserve on policies here- 
after Issued in Kentucky securities 
and loans."

TIIK I. C MAY ADOPT IT SOON. 



The I. C. road is preparing to 
adopt a patent which will save it 70 
per cent or thereabout in fuel annu- 
ally, and the Inventor of the device 
was in Paducah today en route to his 
home 1n Louisville after a conference 
with William Renahaw^ and other 
higher officials of the road at Chica- 
go. 

The inventor Is W. T. Harris, a 
railroad man who has a mechanical 
turn of mind. Mr. Harris set about 
to devise some means of utilising the 
exhaust steam of an engine and cob- 
reived the idea of a pump working as 
the air pmap doea. which will draw 
back the exhaust steam and pump It 
with the supply water Into the boil- 
er for use again. 

He rigged up his pump and made 
several successful tests before he 
presented it for trial by the road 
Ills patent rights were all secured 
before he made known his invention 
and so quietly has the practical test 
been made that little has been sairl 
of the pump outside of Louisville, 
where the test Is being made. 

Engine No. 11. lias the pump and 
it has been In use for some tiiu. 
Its success on this .■tiKine has been 
phenomenal and figures show a re- 
duction of 70 per rent., according to 
the inventor, in fuel. 80 successful 
was the pump that he was called to 
Chicago in conference with the offi- 
cials and they desire to provide sev- 
eral other engines with the pump and 
give It a thorough test. 

Mr. Harris stated at the depot 
that he felt sure his Invention would 
prove successful. It has so far, ami 
it remains only fur the road to decide 
to adopt It. Mr. Harris returned to 
Louisville at noon and expects to 
hear something definite about the 
adoption of his invention within a 
short time. 

During the past several years the 
I. C. has brought forth many inven- 
tions. In fact, this road encourages 
its employes to think out labor and 
fuel saving devices, and they can be 
found all along the system. Even at 
Paducah several inventions of im- 
portance have been placed on the 
market and some have proven suc- 
cessful. Mr. Harris' pump will add 
one more achievement to the road in 
the way of Inventive geniuses In the 
rank of its employes.

W. J. Hills, of the N., C. ft 
St. La railroad, left today for Nash- 
ville to attend the funeral of the late 
Major i, W. Thomas, president of 
the road, who died at Nashville yes- 
terday morning.

From 
December, 1868, to January, 1863, 
he was agent of the Nashville, Chat- 
nooga and St. Lm railway at Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn., and from January, 
1X63. to July. ISC 5. was in charge of 
the rolling stock of the same road. 
From July. INI, to September, 
1MJS, he was auditor and paymaster, 
and from September, 1S08, to Sep- 
tember. 1X72. superintendent of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad. From September. 1X83, to 
September, 1884, Major Thomas was 
general manager, and from Septem- 
ber, 1884, to January 1, 189S*. presh 
dent and general manager of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, since which time he has 
heen president. 

Heart failure was the direct cause 
of Major Thomas' death. He leaves 
a wife and one son, John W. Thom- 
as. Jr., general manager of the Nash- 
ville. Chattanoogn and St. Louis rail- 
road.

A petition will tie presented to the 
street car company In a few days 
with over 450 signers asking that It 
extend Its lines out to Worten's ad- 
dition, but what the street car com- 
pany will do about It could not be 
learned today. The company has a 
very comprehensible scheme of track 
extensions it wishes to make thia 
year, but it depends, in a great meas- 
ure, on what the city will do about a 
Joint bridge at Island creek,- — -one to 
be built, and paid for by the street 
car company and the city. 

If this bridge is built, the company 
will take Its lines over Into Mecjian- 
Icsburg. but If It Is not. that exten- 
sion will be deferred to an Indefinite 
date. When it is decided what ihe 
city will do with that matter, the 
company will take up the track ex- 
tensions for the year. The Worten 
addition extension, and the extension 
to the race track will be considered 
as will also several changes to be 
made in some of the present lines. 

One feature of the company's 
plans that will be a good one for the 
public is to have the union depot cars 
go out Broadway to 8lxth street, 
south on Sixth to Clark, west on 
Clark to Eighth, south on Eighth to 
Tennessee, thence on Tennessee, as 
now. to the station. This would take 
Ihe car by the Palmer House.
